When next you go to the Lake of 
Geneva, by all means pay a visit to 
the little known village of St. Legler, 
near by, on the road between Vevey 
and Blonay, one of the quaintest vil- 
lages in Burope and one of the proud- 
est on account of its extraordinary 
adornments.

Paul Haviland, was disturbed 
and In doubt, and it was while he was 
in this mood that be went one morning 
to the law office and found, with as 
tonishment, that a blow had fallen on 
Judge Parker. 

Iie had been responsible for a broth 
er living in Wisconsin, a bank cashier, 
who, after a long probity, had al 
sconded with the bank funds, leaving 
behind enough debts to ruin the judge. 

The men in the office said that if 
such a thing had to happen to some 
one it might as well happen to Judge 
Parker, as he never took anything 
hard. 

Paul felt the incident, an instance of 
the injustice of life, already symbol 
ized to him in his own wrongs. He 
mentioned his friend's disaster to Mar 
raret in the evening, considering it an 
episode in keeping with the melan 
choly tone of their meeting, but they 
talked very little about it, being still 
too occupied with their own delicate, 
moral and temperamental problems. 

However, when Paul went home that 
night and saw the judge sitting on the 
front steps with his hat on the back of 
his head talking to Nick as he had be 
fore his house was disgraced and bis 
fortunes ruined, he felt among his own 
troubles a sense of sympathy for a fel 
low sufferer.

Pins In 

In England the ordinary domestic 
pin had in the fifteenth cen 
tury an article of sufficient Importance 
to warrant legislative notice. An act 
of parliament passed In 1483 prohibit 
ed the importation of pins. As a ne 
cessity of the toilet pins intro 
duced into England In the latter part 
of the fifteenth century by Catherine 
Howard, queen of Henry VIIL, who 
received them from France. 

Very good pins of brass were madk 
at this period, but a large 
them were made of tron, 
blanched and sold for pins. In 
order to prevent this imposition upon 
the good people of England parliament} 
in 1548 passed an act providing tha 
“no person shall put to sale any pins 
but such as shall be double headed and 
have the heads soldered fast to the 
shanks of the pins, well smoothed, the 
shanks well shapen, the points well 
rounded, filed, canted and sharpened.” | 

England continued to depend upon} 
France for its supply of pins till the} 
year 1626, when John Tilsby tntro- 
duced the manufacture into Glouces 
tershire. In 1636 the manufacture was 
introduced into Bristol and Birming 
ham, the latter place ultimately 
coming the great center of the indus 
try.

IT WAS OBTAINED WITHOUT 
ANY DEPARTMENT LEAK. 


HOW 


Sources of Information of Which 
the Alert and Quick Witted Corre- 
spondent In Always Ready to Take 
Legitimate Advantage. 


“Brery once in awhile one reads in 
the newspapers of the determination 
of some one of the high government 
officials to discover the source of ‘the 
leak’ of a piece of news which it was 
not desired should be given out at that 
particular time,’ remarked an old 
Washington correspondent, “and with- 
out giving the solution to the secret 
escapes of public information, as they 
vary, I will tell you of one instance 
which serves to show how news ap 
pears in print in what Is considered By 
all concerned to be a very mysterious 
manner. Like all mysteries, when un 
raveled it Is wondered that It was not 
thought of before. My story is en 
tirely a part of the secret of 
information which all correspondents 
have more or less at their disposal 
and which often comes from the out 
side and not from the inside of the 
departments. 

“Some time ago—the precise time ts 
not essential to the story—a very im- 
portant public matter was up for de- 
termination by the president. All of 
the larger metropolitan dailies were 
particularly interested, as it did not 
have to do especially with Washing 
ton, and the entire correspondents’ 
world at the capital was on the qui 
vive to ‘get tt,” Including myself. All 
channels which were usually tapped 
by the initlated were found to be as 
barren as a desert stream in midsum- | 
mer. Telegrams from the home offices 
poured into our various bureaus here 
couched in imperative language that 
the news ‘must’ be obtained, evidently 
in the belief that all correspondents 
have to do to go out, ask officials 
for the desired information and re 
ceive it, coupled with a good cigar and 
a bottle of wine. As a matter of fact, 
when officials wish to keep a | 
piece of information, all possible loop 
holes of escape are securely padlocked, 
and it is the exception that it gets out

“T had about given up hope of secur- 
ing a ‘beat’ in this particular instance, 
though I was, of course, us vigilant as 
ever.

NARROW ESCAPE FROM 
DEATH. 

Last Wednesday morning while the 
Presidential party were driving from 
Springfield to the Country Club house 
at Lenox their carriage, drawn by four 
horses, was struck by an electric car 
about a mile beyond Pittsfield, result- 
ing in the instant death of one member 
and the nearly fatal injury of the driver 
of the team 

The party consisted 
Roosevelt and his Private Secretary, 
Governor Crane, and Mr. 
detective from the Washington Detec- 
tive Bureau. The carriage was struck 
just as it was crossing the car tracks 
Mr. Craige was thrown out, run over 
by the car, and instantly killed. The 
driver was also hurled to the ground, 
had one of his shoulders broken, and 
was otherwise seriously burt. The 
President escaped with some severe 
cuts and bruises on his face and head; 
and Gov. Crane was wholly uninjured. 

The motorman and conductor of the 
car were arrested and are held for 
manslaughter. 

There were conflicting reports of the 
cause of the disaster, but as near as 
one can get at it, the blame seems te 
rest entirely on the motorman and con- 
ductor of the car who were driving at 
a high rate of speed in order to land 
their passengers at the Clubhouse 
abead of the Presidential party. 

The providential escape of the Presi- 
dent from death is a cause for National 
rejoicing.

the United States fish commission 
chemist to an exploring expedition. 
This commission ts a scientific body 
given more to explorations of the bed 
and body of the ocean than of study 
ing the cultivation of fish Deep sea 
soundings are among its Investigations 
and, I confess, were of greater interest 
to me than any others in which we 
were engaged. The apparatus a 
dredger let down to the bottom of the 
ocean at the end of a piano wire. This 
wire is used on account of its strength 
and because it presents the least sur 
face to currents. We were sounding 
and dredging in that deep ocean terri 
tory off the Canary Islands and after 
a number of depth measurements 
turned our attention to dredging. We 
had lowered the dredge for the third 
time and started to lift it when, after 
winding it up a matter of fifty feet, a

pressure on the wire was felt. The 
machinery was at once stopped lest 
the wire should be broken. We hbw- 


ered, then raised It, but it caught again. 
We repeated the process several times, 
and at last the dredge must have 
swung clear of the obstruction, for 
there was no more trouble, the instru 
ment coming safely to the surface. 

The dredge used on this occasion 
consisted of a pair of scoops which as 
soon as the lowest point of the dredge 
struck were released from an open po 
sition and closed, scraping up a small 
portion of the bottom. I was in charge 
of the work when the instrument was 
raised and opened the scoops with the 
usual interest as to the nature of the 
specimen of the bottom I should find 
What was my astonishment to see not 
a particle of the mud I expected, but 
instead a hairpin and a gold locket, 
the latter only slightly tarnished.

What could be more unlike In general 
appearance than a woodchuck and a 
squirrel? Yet they are cousins, both 
belonging to the same family of mam- 
mals, The trim body, sharp claws and

Early Names of Animals,

The names for goats are also sugges- 
tive of connection and Include the Ar- 
yan ais, the Semitic az and probably 
the Akkadian uz. 

For sheep perhaps the oldest word is 
the Egyptian ba, but there is a word 
for lamb which seems to be widely 
distributed, as the Semitic kar, the 
Greek kar and the Finnie kari, proba 
bly from the root kar, to “inclose” or 
“guard,” as meaning a herded flock. 
From the same root come words for 
pasture, no doubt allied.—Scottish Re 
view.
